All rejections and objections relating to claims 1-34 would be overcome would those claims have been canceled in a separate 
amendment. The objection of the drawings would also be overcome should the alteration to the Specification be submitted in a separate 
amendment. All rejections given over claims 35-40 still appear to be proper in light of the claim language. 

The Bloomfield reference is still valid. Applicant needs to perfect the foreign priority pursuant to rule 1.55 (a)(4)(i)(B) to overcome this 
rejection.
